State ‘snow days’ law finally OK’d 


Frankfort relief allows district 
to end classes before June

As board officials had 
hoped, school for Crittenden 
County students will be dis¬ 
missed before the arrival of 
June. 

So-call "snow days" legis¬ 
lation signed into law Monday 
by the swipe of the governor's 
pen gave districts across the 
state a wide flexibility in 
amending their calendars to 
account for days missed over 
the brutal winter. The local 
board of education wasted no 
time, meeting briefly Monday 
afternoon to approve an ad¬ 
justed school calendar that 
ends classes on May 30. 
Graduation for seniors will be 
on the same day, assuming 
no more days are missed. 

The plan will include no 


additional time tacked on to 
each day, nor will it affect 
next week's spring break, 
Saturdays or Memorial Day. 
However, students will have 
to attend school on election 
day and elementary school 
students will spend a portion 
of their recess for "supervised 
instructional physical activ¬ 
ity." 

Crittenden County Super¬ 
intendent Dr. Rachel 
Yarbrough said she is pleased 
with the revised calendar be¬ 
cause, as a result, student 
learning is not compromised. 
She calls the revised school 
calendar a balanced ap¬ 
proach to the situation, rec¬ 
ognizing it is important for 
students and their families to 
be out of school by June. 


Prior to Monday's action 
by the board, June 5 was 
scheduled as the last day of 
classroom instruction with 
graduation the following day. 

The original school calen¬ 
dar had May 14 set aside as 
the last day of classroom in¬ 
struction, with graduation to 
follow on May 16. But a win¬ 
ter filled with brutal temper¬ 
atures and several snow and 
ice events forced the district 
to cancel classes 17 times. At 
present, only two have been 
made up, leaving 15 days on 
the books to be rescheduled. 

The relief came by way of 
state lawmakers who wran¬ 
gled for several weeks over 
how to best address relief for 
school districts across the 
state, some of which have 
missed more than 30 days 
due to weather. While the 
House and Senate had differ¬ 
ent plans, a compromise was 
reached with the Senate giv-

ing its OK to House Bill 211 
last Thursday 36-1 and the 
House passing the legislation 
97-1 on Friday. 

Both Rep. Lynn Bechler 
(R-Marion) and Sen. Dorsey 
Ridley (D-Henderson) sup¬ 
ported the measure. 

An emergency clause at¬ 
tached to the bill allowed Gov. 


Steve Beshear to sign the leg¬ 
islation into law Monday. 

The law forgives a manda¬ 
tory 170 days of classroom 
instruction so long as school 
districts meet the required 
1,062 hours of classroom 
time. Because of the normal 
length of its school days, Crit¬ 
tenden County School Dis¬ 
trict will be able to meet that 
criteria by being in session a 
total of 167 days. Add to 
those three days another al¬ 
lowed for instruction on elec¬ 
tion day, May 20, and the 
district was able to push back 
the dismissal date of June 5 
by four classroom days to 
May 30. 

The only noticeable differ¬ 
ence in the classroom 
brought on by the earlier - 
than-expected dismissal will 
be at the elementary school, 
where students' 20-minute

CCES parent 
drop-offs back 
to normal after 
spring break

Lettering placed above Crittenden 
County Elementary School’s remodeled 
front entrance signifies the construction 
and remodeling process is nearing com¬ 
pletion at the 30-plus-year-old facility. 

Crittenden County Schools Superin¬ 
tendent Dr. Rachel Yarbrough said par¬ 
ents should soon receive a letter 
indicating the school is returning to its 
normal mode of operation for drop-off and 
pick-up of students in regard to bus rid¬ 
ers and car riders in mornings and after¬ 
noons. She said by April 14, the Monday 
following spring break, the new front en¬ 
trance will be accessible for parents tak¬ 
ing their children to school by car. 

Bus riders will continue to be loaded 
and unloaded at the back of the school. 

Meanwhile, administrative offices will 
relocate near the front entrance of the 
building. Materials should be moved by 
the end of spring break into the newly re¬ 
modeled offices. 


U.S. 641 political football yanked away time and again 


A road project can be a po¬ 
litical football in Kentucky, 
being punted away from 
chamber to chamber, party to 
party and lawmaker to law¬ 
maker as it wabbles from its 
Intended route. 

Peanuts character Charlie 
Brown never got to kick the 
football Lucy held for him 
time and time again over the 
years, as she always slipped 
away the pigskin just as 
Chuck made his final ap¬ 
proach to the ball. He would 
miss, of course, and fall flat 
on his back with an “Augh!” 
and “Good grief.” 

U.S. 641 has been that po¬ 



litical football for this commu¬ 
nity since the idea was first 
hatched well more than a 
decade ago. Talks and negoti¬ 
ations finally got us in the 
game to the point we believed 
it was going to happen. Public 
meetings were held, studies 


were conducted and even 
land purchased, After years of 
politics, it seemed we were 
well on our way to finally 
kicking a new four-lane off 
the tee for not only traveling 
safety benefits but for eco¬ 
nomic opportunities connect¬ 
ing Marion with roadways 
south of here that are major 
trucking lanes. 

Following a ceremonial 
ground-breaking on Feb. 15, 
2012, officials were soon set 
to began construction in 
earnest on a 5.2 mile, $18.6 
million four-lane road from 
Marion to Fredonia that 
would eventually connect to 


U.S. 62 near Eddyville. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, 
flanked by state and local dig¬ 
nitaries at the groundbreak¬ 
ing, even said on that chilly 
February morning two years 
ago, “This new highway, when 
complete, will provide Critten¬ 
den County with a direct link 
to 1-69. The new road will 
help attract new investment 
and provide a better and 
much-needed route for exist¬ 
ing Industries for Crittenden 
County and the surrounding 
area." 

As weather broke, that 
construction, though disrup¬ 
tive to those living along the 


new corridor, began in Crit¬ 
tenden County. The long- 
awaited four-lane was on its 
way to being build. 

Fast forward a little more 
than a year and transporta¬ 
tion officials suddenly told us 
the traffic count would not be 
high enough for four lanes. So 
a scaled-back Super 2 was in¬ 
serted to replace the luxuri¬ 
ous four-lane promised from 
the beginning. 

That was the first football 
pulled from underneath us. 

Conversation and lobbying 
have been fruitless to get

Rankings: Healthier 
Kentucky counties 
sure to be happier 

If you're feeling a little under the weather or suffer¬ 
ing from a general case of the blahs, where you live 
may be part of the reason. 

A recent health study found Crittenden Countians 
aren't among the healthiest in the Bluegrass State. In 
fact, of the 120 counties, we rank 65th in an exhaus¬ 
tive annual study that covers everything from obesity 
rates to the percentage who drive alone to work. 

The fifth annual County Health Rankings from the 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation (RWJF) and the 
University of Wisconsin Population Health Institute 
was recently released. It rates counties across the na¬ 
tion, but also allows a comparison of those counties 
within the state touching our borders. 

For instance, while Crittenden County ranked 65 of 
120 counties, we still fare better than Caldwell 
County, 76; Livingston County, 68; and Union 
County, 74. Besting us, though, was Webster County, 
44; and Lyon County, 12. 

The rankings may seem arbitrary, but they are 
based upon Kentucky's very real overall health out¬ 
comes, which seem to be improving statewide. In fact, 
Kentucky has been selected by the foundation as one 
of three states being showcased for its implementation 
of strategies for improving community-level health. 

Not bad for an obese state with the highest smok¬ 
ing rate in the nation. 

But what this County Health Rankings study, 
found at www.CountyHealthRankings.org, points out 
is that there are a number of factors that determine a 
community's overall health, and all should be ad¬ 
dressed if we are serious about living healthier, more 
enjoyable lives. 

“This report demonstrates public health successes 
and highlights opportunities for improvement in 
counties across the commonwealth,” Kentucky Public 
Health Commissioner Dr. Stephanie Mayfield said. 

State officials and health leaders gathered Wednes¬ 
day in Frankfort to laud Kentucky’s successes and 
showcase promising local health projects and initia¬ 
tives to improve community health. You can pretty 
well bet Crittenden County was not held up as an ex¬ 
ample. 

That does not mean to say that there is not a 
pocket of health conscious go-getters in the county, 
because some of the fittest people we know live here. 
But overall, our surroundings and influences appear 
to prevent Crittenden County from scoring any better 
than average on the established fitness scale. 

The County Health Rankings study, which allows 
counties to see how they are doing in 29 factors that 
influence health, seems to back that up. 

Per the study: 

- We have dismal exercise habits here. 

- We generally have poor access to a wide range of 
healthy foods. 

- While we have a good ratio of primary care 
providers per patient, we don’t adequately utilize pre¬ 
ventative measures. 

- Mental health care is virtually non-existent. Den¬ 
tal care is not much better. 

- We report too many days of feeling poorly, both 
physically and mentally. 

- One in three children live in poverty. 

- The air we breathe and the water we drink could 
stand improvement. 

- And, yes, we smoke and eat too much. 

“The County Health Rankings are a starting point 
for change, helping communities come together, iden¬ 
tify priorities and create solutions that will help all in 
our diverse society live healthier lives, now and for 
generations to come,” said RWJF president and CEO 
Dr. Risa Livizzo-Mourey. 

Despite the bleak local report, we, here, are improv¬ 
ing over past years. Just two years ago, we ranked 24 
spots lower on the Kentucky scale. In the 2015 rank¬ 
ings, we should not expect to be the fittest county in 
the commonwealth, but moving up a few spots would 
be nice. After all, a healthier community is a happier 
community. 


House, Senate work on budget 


As I write this column on 
Sunday night, there are only 
a few days left in the 2014 
60-day regular session. The 
final full week is over and 
there are only several days 
left to finish the work of the 
General Assembly. All budg¬ 
ets - executive, transporta¬ 
tion, judicial and legislative, 
as well as the revenue bill to 
pay for things in the 
budgets - are being dis¬ 
cussed in joint House and 
Senate committee. 

There are several differ¬ 
ences between the Senate 
and House on these bills. 
One example is an issue 
that many of my Republican 
colleagues in the House and 
I took on taxes and debt: 
against raising taxes and 
against increasing debt. The 
Senate budget and road 
plans removed the gas tax 
increase the House Democ¬ 
rat leadership wants to im¬ 
pose. As I said last week, I 
voted no because I said I 
would when I ran for office 
and it is important to keep 
my word. I also believe it’s 
wrong to raise taxes in this 
trying economic climate. 

The Senate also reduced 
the amount of debt in the 
proposed budget, to keep 
our debt ratio level to 
around the same amount it 
is today. The House Democ¬ 
rat leadership wanted to put 
another $2 billion in new 
debt in the budget bill, and I 
voted no because once again 
I ran on a platform of no in¬ 
creased debt, and I didn’t 
want to put this additional 
burden on generations of 
Kentuckians to come. 

While discussions contin¬ 
ued on the budget bills, the 
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revenue bill and road plan, 
the House and Senate did 
come to agreement on grant¬ 
ing local schools relief from 
days missed due to weather 
this school year. House Bill 
211 allows school systems to 
dismiss on June 6 if the re¬ 
quired number of 1,062 
classroom hours are not met 
by then. I voted yes. 

The House passed an 
amended Senate Bill 124 to 
grant approval for a trial 
study on the use of 
cannabidiol (cannabis oil) 
when recommended by a 
physician practicing at a 
state research hospital. This 
bill is designed to help those 
dealing with Epileptic 
seizures and related ail¬ 
ments. Heart-wrenching tes¬ 
timony was given by a 
number of parents whose 
very young children suffer 
daily with these seizures. It 
is important to note that 
while cannabidiol is derived 
from marijuana and indus¬ 
trial hemp, it is not hallu¬ 
cinogenic. It is hoped that 
the trials will provide relief to 
those suffering. I voted yes 
and the bill is now back in 
the Senate for its approval. 

The House also passed an 
amended SB 200 which 
would enact certain recom¬ 
mendations from a report of 
the 2013 Task Force on the 


Unified Juvenile Code. The 
Task Force reviewed the ju¬ 
venile justice system and 
found that Kentucky is 
spending significant re¬ 
sources on out-of-home resi¬ 
dential placement for 
low-level offenses such as 
truancy. These lower-level 
offenses make up a signifi¬ 
cant share of the juvenile 
justice system. It was found 
that the length of time these 
violators spend in out-of- 
home facilities has increased 
31 percent over the past 
decade. Unbelievably, the 
amount of time low-level of¬ 
fenders spend out-of-home 
differed by less than one 
month from those adjudi¬ 
cated on felony offenses. The 
Task Force recommenda¬ 
tions include expansion of 
community services, improv¬ 
ing community supervision, 
focusing resources on 
higher-level offenders, 
strengthening early interven¬ 
tion and prevention pro¬ 
grams and increasing the 
effectiveness of juvenile jus¬ 
tice programs and services. I 
voted yes, and the bill is now 
back in the Senate for its ap¬ 
proval. 

As the final days wind 
down, I expect more bills will 
go back and forth between 
the House and Senate, in¬ 
cluding, hopefully, a budget 
bill that is responsible and 
balanced for the people of 
the 4th House District and 
all the citizens of our great 
commonwealth. 

As I write this column, 13 
bills from the 2014 Regular 
Session have become law 
while 57 bills and two reso¬ 
lutions await the Governor’s 
signature.

Chambers agree to $20.3 billion budget 


Approving the state budget 
has been called one of the 
toughest, most important du¬ 
ties of the General Assembly. 
The 250-page document 
leaves the governor’s office as 
a proposal in January. Get¬ 
ting an agreed-upon, finalized 
version back to his desk in 
the spring is truly a monu¬ 
mental task. Needs are cou¬ 
pled with resources. 
Appropriations are matched 
with priorities. Debt is bal¬ 
anced by revenues. And a 
consensus between 138 law¬ 
makers is found. 

We completed the job on 
Monday when months of ded¬ 
icated study, advocacy, re¬ 
view, discussion, negotiation 
and plain hard work culmi¬ 
nated in the final passage of a 
$20.3 billion two-year budget 
plan for the Commonwealth. 

Notably, the final budget 
supports Kentucky’s educa¬ 
tion efforts from preschool to 
college. The plan will expand 
the state’s preschool program 
in 2016, increase K-12 SEEK 
funding, add nearly $10 mil¬ 
lion for education technology 
and authorize many impor¬ 
tant capital projects on our 
college campuses. 

While some state agencies 
and programs will face cuts 
up to 5 percent in the next 
biennium, critical areas like 
Medicaid are protected from 
reductions. Funding of child 
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care subsidies for low-income 
families will be restored for 
household incomes of up to 
125 percent of the federal 
poverty level in 2015 and ex¬ 
panded to families earning in¬ 
comes of up to 160 percent of 
the poverty level in 2016. 

There is never enough 
money to fund all of the wor¬ 
thy projects and programs in 
the state, but the final prod¬ 
uct, most lawmakers agree, is 
a prudent and responsible 
way to move our state for¬ 
ward. 

Many of the other bills 
sent to the governor on Mon¬ 
day are aimed at improving 
the health and safety of Ken¬ 
tuckians young and old. 

Senate Bill 98 will create 
an adult abuse registry and 
require agencies that employ 
adult caregivers to check the 
registry database before hir¬ 
ing a personal care staff 
member. The registry would 
be maintained by the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Serv¬ 
ices and would also be avail¬ 


able for individuals or fami¬ 
lies seeking to hire a care¬ 
giver. Currently, nursing 
homes, adult care agencies 
and families have no way of 
knowing if a potential em¬ 
ployee has been fired for con¬ 
firmed abuse or neglect. An 
adult abuse registry will help 
employers hire responsible 
caregivers, and more impor¬ 
tantly, will better protect our 
vulnerable citizens from 
harm. 

Senate Bill 109 will pro¬ 
hibit the sale of “electronic 
cigarettes” to minors. These 
e-cigarettes are sometimes 
marketed and sold as a safer 
alternative to traditional ciga¬ 
rettes because they are 
smokeless. But they still emit 
a vaporized form of nicotine 
to users that many people 
feel is still addictive and un¬ 
safe for youth. We want to do 
all we can to protect our chil¬ 
dren from drugs, including 
nicotine, and this measure 
will help do that. 

Senate Bill 124 will allow 
research and limited medical 
use of cannabis oil. Under 
the measure, doctors at the 
state’s two university re¬ 
search hospitals can pre¬ 
scribe the oil to patients, as 
well as conduct studies of its 
effectiveness. The oil has 
been used as an effective 
treatment for certain medical 
conditions, especially pedi¬ 


atric epilepsy. The measure 
has been named the Clara 
Madeline Gilliam Act in honor 
of a Kentucky baby who suf¬ 
fers from pediatric epilepsy. 
Hers and many other parents 
of children with epilepsy lob¬ 
bied for the measure. We 
hope this provides relief to 
these families. 

The General Assembly is 
now recessed for a 10-day 
veto period. While consensus 
has not been reached on im¬ 
portant bills like anti-heroin 
abuse and the state’s Road 
Plan, we are still working 
hard, in informal discussion 
during recess, toward final 
agreement on these and 
many other measures. There 
is still time for bills to receive 
final passage. 

We return to Frankfort on 
April 14 to complete the final 
two working days of the leg¬ 
islative session. We will con¬ 
sider any vetoes the governor 
might enact on any of the 
various bills we have passed 
so far, as well as put a final 
stamp of approval on any of 
those last-minute bills still 
being considered.

Only 
UCLA has fared better in tour¬ 
nament play, yet UK still has 
the most wins all-time in col¬ 
lege basket¬ 
ball. 

There are 
other hotbeds 
of basketball 
like Indiana, 

North Car¬ 
olina and 

Kansas, yet 
nowhere has 
the game 

made more of 
an impact on young players 
than in Kentucky. 

Brasher and Brantley grew 
up learning some of the finer 
points of the game under the 
outside influences of the great 
Adolph Rupp-led Kentucky 
teams of the 1940s and early 
1950s. Just as children do 
today, during that era, boys 
spent their days under the 
goals pretending to be one of 
their UK heroes. 

For Brasher and Brantley, 
though, it didn’t end on the 
playground. 

Both would go on to be 
standouts wearing the green 
and white Rockets uniform of 
CCHS, which formed in 1950 
with the consolidation of 
Shady Grove, Mattoon, 


Frances and Tolu high 
schools. 

"If you ask the young peo¬ 
ple here now, most people 
don’t realize the team was 
green and 
white," 
Brasher said 
from his 
home in the 
Frances com- 
m u n i t y , 
where he 
grew up. 

In fact, the 
current blue 
and white 
worn by the Rockets would 
not be incorporated into Crit¬ 
tenden County's team uniform 
until years later when it 
merged with Marion High 
School in the fall of 1957. Mar¬ 
ion High’s athletic teams were 
known as the Blue Terrors. 

Before the initial four- 
school consolidation in the fall 
of 1950, Brasher, a guard, 
spent his freshman year play¬ 
ing ball at Frances. Brantley 
was playing hoops at Mattoon 
before consolidation. 

Together, with Bruce Ord- 
way, Jimmy Manley and Jim 
Lockhart, the latter two of 
whom are deceased, Brasher 
and Brantley were a part of a 
debut starting five on Critten¬ 
den County's first team. 


“We just wanted to play, 
and we just fell in to together 
to do what we did,” Brantley 
said. “It's kind of amazing how 
we just made things work." 

And make things work they 
did. In the 1951 season, their 
first as a team, they put to¬ 
gether an impressive record, 
winning the district champi¬ 
onship. 

They followed up in 1952 
with another solid year. 

"That was the year we won 
26 ball games and lost four," 
Brasher said. 

"We all came together real 
good,” Brantley continued. 

In fact, Brasher, a top 
scorer at 5-foot, 9-inches and 
130 pounds, recalls the team 
would win 20 games or better 
every year until he graduated 
in 1953. 

“We won between 60 and 
70 games in those three years 
and lost around 14, 15 or 
somewhere along there," he 
said. "So we were pretty suc¬ 
cessful." 

The 1950s are the hey-day 
of basketball for CCHS. In 
fact, in 1951, 1953. 1954, 
1956 and 1957 the Rockets 
won the district champi¬ 
onship. It would be 1998 be¬ 
fore they won their next 
district title. 

Brasher recalls that in 


1952, while the squad played 
magnificently, a team-wide ill¬ 
ness at tournament time crip¬ 
pled the club, causing them to 
lose the district tournament. 

Ironically, the juggernaut 
teams of the early 1950s 
didn’t even have a home court 
at the newly-formed CCHS. 
Construction on the school’s 
gymnasium did not begin 
until August of 1954. 

"Of course, we didn't have 
a gym, so we had to drive to 
Frances for practice," said 
Brasher. 

The team would leave the 
high school in Marion after 
their first four periods and 
travel by bus down to Frances 
where they spent the remain¬ 
der of the day practicing be¬ 
fore returning to Marion to be 
dismissed from school. 

Most of the team's games 
would be played in the WPA- 
built gym that still stands 
today off Ky. 70 in Frances, as 
well as in Tolu, which main¬ 
tained a gym at the time. 

"I remember the first day 
that we had practice the first 
year (after consolidation); 
something like 75 kids who 
went out for basketball loaded 
up on two buses," Brasher re¬ 
members. "The coach had a 
layup drill and cut about 40 
kids the first day." 


Those special teams of the 
early 1950s played their own 
version of the run-and-gun 
under Coach Louis Litchfield, 
who lead the Rockets for their 
first three years. 

“His philosophy was. put it 
up, if you don't hit it, get it 
and put it up again," Brasher 
recalls. "The same thing on 
defense; we were man-to-man 
defense, and we were full- 
court pressure all the time." 

Brantley says college teams 
today probably play better de¬ 
fense, but their shooting is not 
as good as the high school 
teams he was once a part of. 

“The days of the great 
shooter are gone,” Brasher 
agrees. “It's quickness and 
getting into position that 
makes the best scorers.” 

“Speed is the big difference 
today,” Brantley added. “But 
also, it’s rougher. It's just 
rougher than it was when we 
played. It’s just knock down, 
drag out.” 

Regardless of their views 
on the game today, you can 
bet both Brantley and Brasher 
have caught March Madness 
and will be pulling for only one 
team this weekend — the 
Wildcats. 

"This is an exciting time if 
you’re a basketball junky, 
Brasher said."

Brantley 
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Purchase may revive Eddyville mall; 
bring more tourists into Crittenden

With new buyers, the former outlet mall in Eddyville could 
once again be home to stores opening as soon as June.

Eddyville’s once-vibrant 
shopping center may soon ex¬ 
perience a retail renaissance. 
Last week it was announced 
an investment firm based in 
Mayfield will purchase the 
property formally known as 
the West Kentucky Factory 
Outlet Mall. 

Project manager Tim Beck 
said negotiations to purchase 
the former outlet mall began 
earlier this year. 

“The Mayfield-based in¬ 
vestment firm has a signed 
contract with the seller and 
we have completed the due 
diligence process phase,” 
Beck said. “We’re into the 
closing phase now.” 

Beck hopes to have the 
first store open sometime this 
season. 

Merchants have already 
expressed interest in the mall. 
Shooter’s Supply, which also 
has a store in Paducah, in¬ 
tends to open a second store 
in the Eddyville mall and 
plans on using two store 
fronts. 

“I’m pleased and Shooter’s 
Supply is pleased. They are 
going to be a good fit. They are 
a well-known local company,” 
Beck said. 

A Lyon County native, 
Beck will serve as the mail’s 
operations manager. Beck 
said while the name of the 
shopping center is still uncer¬ 
tain, there isn’t going to be an 
emphasis on outlet stores. In¬ 
stead, specialty shops and 
stores for entire families are 
being sought as tenants. 

Other changes to the mall 


have also been discussed. 
One major change includes 
revamping the way customers 
enter and exit the mall by 
making parking more cus¬ 
tomer-friendly. Beck said offi¬ 
cials are discussing customer 
parking in front of the stores 
and exiting on the sides of the 
mall in a one-way traffic pat¬ 
tern. 

“We’ve already talked to the 
city and have drawn up plans 
to submit to them for approval 
to utilize interior parking in 
the mall. The closest handi¬ 
capped parking spot currently 
is approximately 700 feet 
away from the furthest store 
at the end of the mall,” Beck 
said. “We talked to the city 
and they think it’s a good 
idea.” 

Reconfigured parking also 
has other advantages. Beck 


said it will make stores more 
accessible to people of all ages 
and more convenient in in¬ 
clement weather. 

The original mall, which 
opened in the late 1980s, was 
seen as a big boost to Ed- 
dyville-Lyon County and its 
local economy. However by 
the late 1990s, many popular 
anchor stores had closed their 
doors. 

Additional stores often 
mean more competition for 
area businesses. However, 
Marion Tourism Director 
Michele Edwards said it can 
also be viewed as a positive 
development for the region. 

“I don’t see any negative 
aspect,” Edwards said about 
the mall reopening. “I would 
love to see the mall in Ed¬ 
dyville thrive again like it did 
in the 1990s.” 


Edwards said there’s an 
opportunity that tourists vis¬ 
iting Eddyville would also 
come to Marion and help 
boost its local economy. 

“I think it will be good for 
the whole area to see that 
thriving. I hate to see empty 
buildings in our community 
or any other,” Edwards said. 

Eddyville Mayor Nancy 
Slayton said during the mall’s 
heyday, its parking lots were 
always full. 

“You couldn’t even get into 
the mall. There were so many 
people. You had buses from 
Indiana and Illinois there all 
the time,” Slayton said. 

Slayton said tourist dollars 
weren’t just spent at the mall, 
but at local businesses such 
as restaurants. 

“It just affected the whole 
economy of the area. With the 
mall being closed the last sev¬ 
eral years it’s really had an 
impact on the economy,” she 
said, adding the vacant prop¬ 
erty was also an eyesore for 
the community. 

Slayton said new retail 
stores would be wonderful for 
both the county and city by 
creating new jobs. It will also 
be another attraction for 
tourists to visit in addition to 
the Venture River Water Park. 

Lyon County Judge-Execu¬ 
tive Wade White said he ex¬ 
pects the mall to make a huge 
difference economically for 
Eddyville and Lyon County. 

“They are already adding 
stores now,” he said. “It looks 
like it’s going to be an incred¬ 
ible shot in the arm for us.”

Dates slated for April agricultural programs 


The University of Ken¬ 
tucky Crittenden County 
Cooperative Extension Serv¬ 
ice, in cooperation with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture, will be hosting a 
free thistle-spraying pro¬ 
gram on Monday and Tues- 
day. 

The program is on a first 
come, first served basis, so 
the first seven landowners 
to call in will be guaranteed 
a spot in the program. A 
waiting list will be provided 
for selection of alternate 
participants in case of can¬ 
celation. 

The landowner will be 
provided with use of a 
sprayer and enough chemi¬ 
cal to spray 10 acres. After 
that, if the landowner 
chooses, they can continue 
to use the sprayer for an ad¬ 
ditional 10 acres, but must 
provide the chemical them¬ 
selves. 

A certified private appli¬ 
cator can buy and use re¬ 
stricted-use pesticides to 
produce any agriculture 
commodity on owned or 
rented land or employer’s 
land. They can spray land of 
others in exchange for serv¬ 
ices but not money. They 
can also train workers on 
Worker Protection Stan¬ 
dards.

STAFF REPORT 

A cemetery work day has 
been scheduled this Satur¬ 
day by the Caldwell County 
Cemetery Board at the Dol¬ 
lar Cemetery located on Ky. 
902 East between three and 
four miles east of Fredonia. 
The location is within about 
one mile of the Crittenden 
County line. 

The Cemetery Board, 
formed in 2004, is tasked 
with identifying, restoring 
and preserving the county’s 
abandoned and neglected 
cemeteries. Many known 
cemeteries in Caldwell, Crit¬ 
tenden and surrounding 
counties lack the perpetual 
care funds necessary for 
proper maintenance. Volun¬ 
teers are counted on to help 
preserve these cemeteries for 
use by future generations. 

The Dollar Cemetery is lo¬ 
cated on the farm of Wayne 
Allen Prowell. It is believed 
that the cemetery was begun 
by members of the Deboe 
Family in the early 1800s. 
According to cemetery 
record books, there are ap¬ 
proximately 70 marked 
graves, at least 25 sand¬ 
stones and probably several 
unmarked graves. 

The first documented 


burial is that of Martha Ann 
Riley, the 2-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Stephen and Mary 
“Polly” Riley. She died Oct. 
15, 1841. Other early buri¬ 
als are Sarah Felker with a 
death date of Dec. 28, 1843, 
and Jasper Dollar with a 
death date of July 4, 1850. 
The last known burial is that 
of Robert Logan Shinall in 
1945. 

Surnames of families 
buried there include Crayne, 
Deboe, Dollar, Guess, Mc- 
Caslin, McChesney, Riley 
and Shinall. The majority of 
these families all have de¬ 
scendants still living in 
Caldwell and Crittenden 
counties. 

The Fredonia Valley Her¬ 
itage Society is seeking 
funds to erect a fence 
around the cemetery and to 
repair several toppled tomb¬ 
stones. Donations may be 
sent to FVHS, P.O. Box 256, 
Fredonia, KY 42411 or given 
to Rodney Paris, Don Boone, 
Steve Faughn or Dot Rogers.

recess will not all be play 
time. Starting just one day 
after the new calendar was 
approved and continuing 
through the end of the school 
year, half of each recess is to 
be set aside for instructional 
recreation. This will not ab¬ 
breviate students' time away 
from classroom instruction, 
per se, but simply add some 
type of educational meaning 
to half the recess period. 

The move was necessary 
to allow elementary students 
to receive their minimum 
1,062 instructional hours. By 
going to school through May 
30, all middle and high 
school students, who do not 
enjoy recess, will actually 
have worked 1,099 hours. 

In order to allow local 
schools to be in session on 
primary election day, Critten¬ 
den County Clerk Carolyn 
Byford worked with school of¬ 
ficials to move the voting 
precinct usually held at the 
elementary school to the 
nearby Ed-Tech Center on In¬ 
dustrial Drive. State law pro¬ 
hibits school from being held 
in a building where an elec¬ 
tion is taking place. 

Though the logistics of 
moving a precinct can be dif¬ 
ficult, Byford felt it was best 
to work with the district to 
help end classes before June. 

Students in Crittenden 
County will be on spring 
break next week, April 7-11. 
They will return to class on 
April 14. Their only scheduled 
day off between that date and 
the last day of classes on May 
30 will be Memorial Day on 
May 26. 

The closing day for faculty 
and staff will be June 2. 

At least seven Kentucky 
school districts have missed 
more than 30 days of classes 
because of snowy weather. 
Another 40 districts have 
missed at least 20 days.

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Herbs are a healthy alternative in meals 


We all want to eat food 
that tastes good. One of the 
most common ways we 
tend to make food taste 
good is by adding salt. Un¬ 
fortunately, most American 
diets are too high in 
sodium. Diets high in 
sodium can raise blood 
pressure, which can lead to 
many major health issues 
including heart disease. 
Herbs provide a great way 
for us to limit our sodium 
intake while still consuming 
flavorful foods. 

Herbs are also some of the 
easiest things to grow. The 
simplest way to start an

and transfer them to a win¬ 
dow box. Soon, farmers 
markets and garden centers 
will have plants on hand. 
You can also grow herbs 
from seed. Herbs need a lot 
of sun to grow, so make 
sure you plant them in an 
area that receives at least 
six hours of sunlight a day. 
Basil, sage, parsley, chives 


and rosemary will do well 
both indoors or outdoors as 
long as they have plenty of 
sun and protection from 
cold weather. 

You can begin harvesting 
herbs once the plant has 
enough leaves to maintain 
growth. In early morning 
right before the dew dries, 
clip undamaged leaves that 
have a nice aroma. You can 
harvest annual herbs like 
sweet basil, dill and oregano 
until frost. Chives, mint, 
parsley and rosemary will 
grow for more than one sea¬ 
son if they are protected 
from harsh cold. However, 
you should stop harvesting 


perennial and biennial 
herbs in late August, as the 
plants will need time to pre¬ 
pare for the winter. 

Some herbs produce 
beautiful flowers, but if you 
plan to cook with herbs in 
your kitchen, harvest the 
leaves before the plant flow¬ 
ers. In addition, you can cut 
or pinch the flower buds 
back to prevent blooming. 
Once the plant flowers the 
leaves begin to lose their 
aromatic flavors. 

Once harvested, store 
fresh herbs in your refriger¬ 
ator or preserve them by 
drying or freezing. To keep 
washed herbs fresh for up 


to one month in the refriger¬ 
ator, store them in an air¬ 
tight container and include 
a folded damp paper towel. 

By experimenting with dif¬ 
ferent herb combinations, 
you can use less salt, expe¬ 
rience unique flavors and 
still have delicious dishes. 
For best results, chop or 
mince herbs before cooking. 
Volatile oils are released 
when the leaves are 
bruised, which provides 
their unique flavors. 

Heat increases the rate at 
which herbs release their 
flavors. For dishes that re¬ 
quire longer cooking times, 
add delicate-flavored and 


ground herbs at the end, so 
their flavor will not escape. 
Some herbs, such as bay 
leaves, require longer cook¬ 
ing times. Herbs placed in a 
cheesecloth bag allow the 
flavors to extract during 
cooking, and the herbs can 
be easily removed before 
serving the dish. Add herbs 
several hours in advance or 
overnight to uncooked 
foods, such as salad dress¬ 
ings or marinades. This will 
allow the herbs to blend 
with the other ingredients. 

Seasoning your dishes 
with herbs will allow you to 
serve delicious, nutritious 
meals to your family.

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Early county roads became conversation topics 


This interesting article 
appeared in The Crittenden 
Press on Sept. 15, 1933. It 
shares the history of some 
of our early roads and their 
condition at the time. 

Former citizens of Crit¬ 
tenden County would re¬ 
turn to their home 
communities for brief visits 
from year to year and renew 
old acquaintances and par¬ 
take of the hospitality of 
their friends. The chief topic 
of discussion on the part of 
visitors was, or it seemed to 
those of us who had stayed 
at home, roads - good roads 
where they lived and bad 
roads in Crittenden County. 

How sick and tired we 
got of the incessant talk of 
these folks who had moved 
to Missouri, Kansas, Ne¬ 
braska, Washington, Cali¬ 
fornia, Michigan, Florida 
and to the other states 
about how rough, rocky, 
hilly and steep our roads 
were here. 

We didn't get humor out 
of it; at least we didn't show 
our ill humor. We were too 
well trained for that. Crit¬ 
tenden County people can, 
when they want to, be as 
polite as anybody, so we 
just grinned - maybe we 
didn't grin - and endured it. 
Frankly, we were ashamed 
of our roads, but there was 
apparently nothing we 
could do about it. 

We just stayed at home, 
bought new tires for our 
buggies, new felloes and 
spokes for our road wagons, 
new shoes for our horses 
and mules and listened to 
our visitors who came back 
to Crittenden County annu¬ 
ally to tell us how far be¬ 
hind times we were with 
our muddy roads. 

There came a time, how¬ 
ever, when some of the peo¬ 
ple of our county got itchy 
feet. They heard of a place 
called Detroit, and to De¬ 
troit they went. They found 
out after they got there that 
Detroit made automobiles. 
They tried their hands at 
the wheels of those contrap¬ 
tions and found that they, 
who had eyes trained to 
keep buggy tires from hit¬ 
ting the biggest rocks in the 
roads, could guide these 
too. When they came back 
visiting again, they returned 
home in these manufac- 
tured-in-Detroit vehicles. 
The roads looked worse 
than ever. The rocks were 
bigger, the creeks wider and 
the ruts deeper. Into our 
ears again were poured 
great lengths of that old 
story about how bad the 
roads were in Crittenden 
County. 

Then we became afflicted

with that disease - a very 
contagious malady, known 
as "road consciousness," a 
more graphic picturization 
of the term might be ex¬ 
pressed as "road uncon¬ 
sciousness." 

We had grown tired of 
listening through the years 
to the multiplicity of dis¬ 
paraging remarks, which 
had been made about our 
creek bed roads. We possi¬ 
bly had not “grown weary in 
well doing” but we had 
grown weary with much lis¬ 
tening. We set about to at¬ 
tune our ears to a new 
sound - the voice of the 
siren of the good roads 
bandwagon. At last we 
heard it; we located the 
spot from whence that siren 
song came and even before 
our friends in Detroit and 
other places heard about it, 
Crittenden County was on 
the good roads bandwagon. 

If you haven't visited 
Crittenden County - the 
home of the World's Magic 
Mineral, fluorspar - within 
the last decade or so, just 
load the family into the car 
and come back to Old Ken¬ 
tucky for a breathen' spell 
and prepare to spend a part 
of that time in Old Critten¬ 
den, where Crooked Creek 
still winds its way to the 
placid Ohio around a hun¬ 
dred hills and through a 
hundred little green valleys 
or wooded spaces and 
where the Kentucky cardi¬ 
nal still flits like a golden 
sunbeam across the shad¬ 
owy pathways which lead 
down to our ribbon smooth 
roads, as it did in the days 
“When You and I Were 
Young, Maggie.” 

Crittenden County now 
has more than 50 miles of 
improved roads. One who 
can recall what Crittenden 
County roads were like in 
the old days can appreciate 
the word “improved.” Im¬ 
proved roads they are. 

U.S. 60, which stretches 
almost across America and 
does extend across Ken¬ 
tucky the long way, enters 
Crittenden County a mile 
east of Salem and from the 
point of entrance to Marion 
is of fine asphalt. From 
Marion to the Union County 
line near Sullivan, the road 
is of concrete, which is said 


by those who know roads to 
be one of the finest and 
smoothest stretches of road 
in the state. 

Kentucky Highway No. 

91 (now U.S. 641) from 
Marion, enters Caldwell 
County about a mile and a 
half north of Fredonia and 
at Princeton connects with 
other good roads, leading to 
Dawson Springs, Hop¬ 
kinsville and points south. 
This section of the road in 
Crittenden County is black 
top - a gravel base, regu¬ 
larly oiled. 

The northern section of 
State Highway No. 91 in 
Crittenden County - which 
has been designated to¬ 
gether with part of State 
Highway No. 91 between 
Marion and Princeton as a 
part of the “Ollie James 
Highway,” which will ulti¬ 
mately be a federal highway 
extending from the Ohio 
River to the Tennessee-Ken- 
tucky line - leaves Marion 
on what is now West Bel- 
lville Street, formerly the 
Old Salem Road, passes 
near Freedom Church and 
School, through the Mem¬ 
phis Mines section, by For¬ 
est Grove School, around 
the side and over the Z.T. 
Terry Hill, by the old Bracey 
farm and into the old Fords 
Ferry Road at the big 
catalpa tree - a landmark in 
the northern section of Crit¬ 
tenden for more than a half 
century - in Sam Flanary's 
lane. There, the road, which 
is graveled and well-kept by 
the state, ends - for the 
time being at least, due to 
litigation over the ferry at 
Cave In Rock landing. 

This section of the Ollie 
James Highway, known lo¬ 
cally as the “New Fords 
Ferry Road,” has been im¬ 
proved from where it inter¬ 
sects the old Fords Ferry 
Road to Dam No. 50 - one 
of the beauty spots of the 
Ohio - which is situated a 
mile above Fords Ferry, at 
one time the home of James 
Ford, most notorious of 
river pirates - a man about 
whose life, which was spent 
in flat boat days when Ken¬ 
tucky was young, many 
fanciful tales have been 
woven. 

The road from the Sam 
Flanary Lane to Dam 50 is 
surfaced with river gravel 
and is maintained in good 
condition throughout the 
year by those employed by 
the government at Dam No. 
50 and by public spirited 
citizens living in the Fords 
Ferry, Hebron and Dunn 
Springs communities. The 
Ollie James Highway will, 
when it is completed, con¬ 
nect with the Illinois system

of highways at or near Cave 
In Rock. 

Another section of road 
which the people of Critten¬ 
den County are particularly 
pleased with is the new Laf¬ 
foon Trail, which has been 
finished as to grade and 
drain during this year. This 
road, from Dycusburg on 
the Cumberland River, 
passes through Frances, 
through the fluorspar prop¬ 
erties of both the United 
States Steel Corp. and the 
Aluminum Co. of America, 
near Mexico, through Mex¬ 
ico and intersects State 
Highway No. 91 about one 
mile east of Mexico. 

The eastern section of 
the Laffoon Trail in Critten¬ 
den County extends from 
Marion to Shady Grove. 

This section of road inter¬ 
sects U.S. 60 at the Ma¬ 
sonic corner in Marion, 
goes east to the end of Bel- 
lville Street and follows, in 
the main, general direction 
of the old Shady Grove 
Road by way of Tribune and 
Deanwood into Shady 
Grove where it connects 
with other state highways 
to Princeton, Providence 
and Madisonville. (This is 


now Ky. 120.) 

It is hoped that these two 
sections of the Laffoon Trail 
will be surfaced before the 
end of this year. They are 
both important roads and 
both serve splendid and 
progressive communities of 
the county. The road has 
been well-named "The Laf¬ 
foon Trail" in honor of Ken¬ 
tucky's present governor 
whose home is in this sec¬ 
tion of the state and who 
was formerly circuit judge 
in this judicial district of 
which Crittenden County is 
a part. 

Crittenden County peo¬ 
ple appreciate the honor 
which has come to this sec¬ 
tion of the state by the elec¬ 
tion of a governor from this 
region, and they are happy 
to have this new road, 
which will be of inestimable 
value to the county when it 
is completed, designated as 
“The Laffoon Trail.” In its 
present condition, it will, 


however, be a “dust trail” in 
summer and a “mud trail” 
in winter. 

The people in Crittenden 
County of both political 
parties feel assured that the 
governor is going to see to it 
that the means at his dis¬ 
posal are brought immedi¬ 
ately to bear that the 
Laffoon Trail may be sur¬ 
faced at the earliest possi¬ 
ble moment. 

*** 

Fun and interesting to 
travel our highways of long 
ago. I know these new sur¬ 
faced roads were a wel¬ 
comed thing for everyone 
who traveled them, be it in 
an automobile or horse and 
wagon.

Dr. Yarbrough said prior 
to the 2014-15 school year, 


all school districts, even if 
they have received the grant 
before, had to re-apply for 
the grant. 

The grant enables the ele¬ 
mentary school to keep a 
literacy instructor that fo¬ 


cuses on at-risk readers 
using a program called 
Reading Recovery to target 
individual students and 
their literacy needs. The in¬ 
structor can also work with 
small groups of students. 


“We are thrilled that the 
school district received a 
continuation of that grant 
so that we can better serve 
the literacy needs of our 
most at-risk primary stu¬ 
dents,” Dr. Yarbrough said.

The deputy was called to 
Birdsville Campground lo¬ 
cated on River Road in north¬ 
ern Livingston County that 
evening to respond to a pos¬ 
sible shooting. When the offi¬ 
cer arrived, he determined 
that no one had been shot, 
but Driskill had reportedly 
threatened to shoot her hus¬ 
band and pointed a rifle at 
him during a heated argu¬ 
ment. 

Several other campers at 
the site witnessed the inci¬ 
dent and were able to move 
the man to a safe location 
until law enforcement arrived. 

Wanda Driskill was 
charged with first degree, 
wanton endangerment and 
lodged in McCracken County 
Jail. 

Judge orders state 
to pay newspapers

A judge has ordered the 
state to pay Kentucky's two 
largest newspapers more 
than $300,000 in attorney 
fees in a dispute over access 
to child abuse records. 

In addition, media outlets 
reported that Franklin Circuit 
Judge Phillip Shepherd left in 
place a $756,000 fine against 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. That means 
the case has cost the agency 
over $1 million. 

Shepherd criticized the 
cabinet in his order last week, 
saying the agency's actions in 
denying The Courier-Journal 
and the Lexington Herald- 
Leader access to the records 
dragged the case out and 
“vastly increased” the amount 
it must pay. 

The court battle over 
records involving the deaths 
or severe abuse of children 
began five years ago. 

Marion man facing 
drug charges 

A Marion man was ar¬ 
rested March 25 in Graves 
County on drug-related 
charges. 

Shannon Rodgers, 42, of 
Marion and Gary Crawford 


Jr., 40, of Mayfield were ar¬ 
rested after a traffic stop 
about three miles south of 
Mayfield, reports KFVS 12. 

According to the Graves 
County Sheriffs Office, a call 
was received from a business 
person reporting the two men 
had been seen near Mayfield 
and appeared to be under the 
influence of drugs. According 
to the television station, de¬ 
tectives found Rodgers' vehi¬ 
cle traveling south on Ky. 303 
and stopped the car shortly 
thereafter. 

Authorities were reportedly 
aware Rodgers had an out¬ 
standing felony theft warrant 
from Marshall County. He 
was arrested without incident 
and charged with possession 
of a controlled substance 
(methamphetamine) and pos¬ 
session of drug parapherna¬ 
lia. 

Crawford faces the same 
charges, as well as charges of 
resisting arrest, disorderly 
conduct and possession of 
marijuana after reportedly 
struggling with police during 
the arrest. 

Both men were lodged in 
the Graves County Jail.
